Howse.—The House Pan- 
ama Investigating Committee, in its re- 
port today, finds that as far as thé 
treaty of 1846 with New Grenada is 
concerned, and so far asthe coficessions 
granted and contracts made with the 
present Panama Railroad corporation 
are concerned, there is no clear ground 
for the assertion that any exclusive 
right to cross the Isthmus even in terms 
was granted, or by implication secured, 
either to an American corporation or to 
a citizen of the United States to the ex- 
clusion of the citizens of any other 
country. 

There is no ground, so far as the 
dence before the committee goes, to: 
show that the government of New 
Grenada, or of the United States of Co- 
lombia, ever guaranteed that the United 
States should control the transit or 
place any limitations on the legal rights 
of the shareholders of the railway com- 
pany, orrestriction as to the nationality 
of its stock owners. 

HARD TO FIND THE SACK, 


The committee has done its utmost 
in the limited time before it to investi- 
gate the charge that money was ex- 
pended to prevent opposition tothe 
plans of the canal company, It has 
_been unable thus far to trace, directly 
or indirectly, the expenditure of any 

money whatever in acorrupt way to in- 
fluence legislative or executive action 
by the United States Government. It 
may be that no investigation, however 
prolonged after this pe ie of time,

money were made, but thisis a subject 
on which the committee does not de- 
sire authorilatively to express its opin- 
ion, beyond saying that further invyesti- 
gation would be entirely fruitless, . 
CHANGE OF FRONT, 


‘The report comments on M. @e Les 
seps’s visit to the United States im 
1879, and the remarkable change of 
sentiment that resuited therefrom. 

The report of the committee further 
says that R. W. Thompson became 
secretary of the American committee 
and resigned his place in the Cabinet. 
Mr. Thompson stated that he notified 
the President, and that the President 
acquiesced in his resignation, causing 
no severance of the personal friendly 
relations between them. 

Testimony was then taken by the 
committee showing that this action on 
the part of Secretary Thompson was a 
great disappointment and surprise to 
| President Hayes, and he so expressed 
hiniself to others. 

DID HIS BEST. 

The committee finds that Mr, Thomp- 
son for the next three or four years was 
exceedingly vigilrnt in watching legis- 
latiou, and was most active and able in 
his efforts and influence to postpone 
consideration of any legislation tending 
‘to work injury to the cause of the 
Panama Canal Company. So far as the 
testimony goes it shows that Mr. 
Thompson did work on the American 
committee, supervised purchases for the 
construction of the canal, watched 
legislation, etc. 

PACIFIC MAIL SIDE ISSUE. 

The committee also findsthat the con- 
tract between the Pacific Mail Company 
and the Panama Railroad Company to 

‘maintain rates above the level to which 
they would naturally fall if free compe- 
tition between the several routes had 
been continued was due to the large, 
if not absolutely controlling, interest 
in the stock and directory of the Pacffic 
Mail Company owned by individuals 
and estates in the stock and directory 
of transcontinental roads; and it has 
been proven that some individuals com- 
posing the majority of the directory of 
the Pacific Mail at that time was com- 
posed of a majority of the directors 
present at the meeting of the Panama 
Railway Company’s directory, at which 
a contract between the Pacific Mail and 
the railroad company, on February 1, 
1878, was ratified and executed. 

COMMERCE DIMINISHED, 

That this system, for fifteen years, di- 
minished commerce between New York 
and San Francisco, across the Isthmus, 
is not denied. It seems tothe commit- 
tee that this state of things cannot be 
beneficial to general interstate trade or 
commerce of the country, nor can it see 
that itis of any particular benefit tof 
our trade with foreign countries, 

WISE RECOMMENDATION, 


The committee recommends. that 
whenever under the provisions of the 
mail subsidy act the Postmaster Gen- 
eral shall enter into acontract with 
any line of vessels a clause shall be in- 
serted in the contract to the effect that 
if any steamship line shall enter inte 
any combination or arrangement with 
any competing lines of traffic, the re- 
sult of which would be to diminish 
traffic or raise or maintain rates of 
freight on American commerce, foreigu 
or domestic, over what free competition 
would effect, the contract may be ter- 
minated forthwith by the Postmaster 
General. 

The committee regrets that so far as 
the ownership of nearly all the stock 
| goes out of the control of any American 
corporation, such as the Panama Rail 
way Company, that it should be held in 
foreign hands and subject to foreign 
judicial supervision,

Commentixe on the proposed meeting

South are in themselves sufiicient to 
keep thrifty settlers away. It cites as

The Meeting of the Freight Men at 
Santa Barbara. 


Palatial Sleeping Cars to Accommodate 
World's Fair Visitors from the Pa- 
cific Coast—New Transfer © 
System. 


Today, at Santa Barbara, represent- 
atives of nearly allthe Western railroad 
lines will meet to decide on reducing 
the westbound freight rates from the 
East to California terminals in order to 
meet the +: quoted inthe new tariff 


recently i d by the Northern Pacific 
and Great Morthern railroads, to Port- 
land, Or. It is announced that a _ peti- 
tion wili be offered by W. A. Bissell, 
general freight agent of the Santa Fé 
system, to effect a reduction on all com- 
modities which have been cut on the 
Northern roads’ schedule. As yet, the 
Northern Pacific, Great Northern and 
Canadian Pacific are not represented in 
the assemblage, andthe supposition is 
that no one from “those companies 
will be present. The ticket and pas- 
senger- agents will meet at a 
later date in San Francisco to adjust 
such matters as may come up touching 
their special department of the busi- 
ness. At present the several roads are 
represented at the meeting as follows: 
Southern Pacific—Richard Gray, gen- 
eral traffic manager; C. F. Smorr, gen- 
eral freight agent.

TRANSFERS ON THE ELECTRIC. 
Commencing on Tuesday last a new 

system of transfers went into effect on 
the Consolidated Electric road.

road and the North American Naviga- 
tion Company had been signed. It is 
thought that the interior railroads will 
make heavy reductions on traffic in 
order to effectually compete with the 
new companies. 


Some interesting figures have just 
been made public by the Santa Fé com- 
pany in relation to vegetable shipments 
from Southern California over their 
road to the East. Taking the month of 
January of last year,and the corre- 
sponding month of this year, the freight 
books show an increase of vegetable 
shipments during the latter of 1,891,- 
300 pounds, or an increase of 100 per 
cent, over those of the same period of 
last year. ‘Taking the State as a whole, 
itis estimated that 7000 carloads of 
oranges will be carried during the sea- 
son to Eastern markets.

LIBRARY CLUB, 


Fiction as an Educational Factor Discussed 
at Some Length. 

The Southern California Library Club 
held its regular monthly meeting last 
evening-in the ladies’ reading-room of 
the Public Library. 

The meeting resolved itself into a 
rather informal discussion of fiction as 
an educational factor, Miss Lena B. 
Fenner read a paper on the question. 
In it she dwelt upon the injurious effects 
produced by the reading of too much 
of thia-class of literatnre. The habitual 
novel reader, she said, was what might 
be termed a literary dram-drinker. If 
the object of the reading of fiction be 
to amuse, then it is a luxury, and, such 
being the case, could not cousistently 
be indulged in by the public in its libra- 
ries. Greater limitations on the read- 
ing of the younger generation than 
those that now exist should be brought 
about. 

A paper bearing on the other side of 
the qnestion was then read by Miss 
Anna C. Murphy. She argued that the 
story teller, in one way and another, 
had embraced almost the whole field of 
philosophy. ‘The old style of literature 
had gone out and tastes were better 
cultivated than formerly.e There was 
much to be learned in this kind of read- 
ing that either could not or would not 
be taught otherwise. 

The reading of the latter paper was 
followed by remarks by a number of the 
young ladies present, and nearly all of 
them agreed inthe belief that if fic- 
tion were to be removed from the 
libraries there is nothing with which it 
can be suitably replaced, and also that 
jt is a desirable and educational fea- 
ture of private and public collections 
of books. * 

Taught a Lesson. 

Ralph Rogers played a losing hand in 
Justice Seamans’s court vesterday in 
the matter of the arrest through him of 
J. G. Stolberg, a dairyman of Gar- 
vanza, who, in the complaint sworn to 
by Rogers, was charged with malicioug 
mischief.
